thrust. or kicked into a miserable den 
more like s pig-sty than a place of retention 
for peopla awaiting thoir trial on light 
charges -The orlb this gentloman occupied 
was tho habitation of large bandicoota, 
cockroaches, beatles, lizards, Bcorpious, 
centipedes and spiders; this man was kept 
in this vile place for nearly three days, 
without food of any kind, and was eyen- 
tually compelled to bribe one of the aubor- 
dinate officia's to get him a jar of water, 
by offering him a pair of trousers. The 
muddy water was brought, and set before 
him like a dog, with a portion of a cocoa 
nut shell-for a dipper, to drink from. All 
the time this gentleman was in duranco 
vile, no qne made report of his. case, 
and no one came to see whether he was 
living or dead; in fact, no person 
troubled his head about. him. There 
he was, “bottled up” all right, and 
in very safe custody, but whether he 
starved, rotted or died- was not in the 
official category of the Philippine creed. 
However, after nearly three days’ torture, 
this gentleman managed to get a piece of 
paper and made a statement of his case to 
the British Consul, (this was also done by 
bribing a subordinate with another“article 


"| of clothing), who came porsonally to the 


oppressed in limbo, and soon succeeded 


in getting him released ; but he did not 


‘get off ‘scot free” though, as be had to pay 
for the pleasure of bein. incarcerated in a 
vile don for. nearly three dayg--without 
food, maddened for want of sleep, tortured 
by vermin, a place abounding in stench and 
filth of tho worst description, at the cheap 
rate of only one dollar a day ! This matter is 
not yet finished, as the oppressed man will 
doubtless state his case in the columns of 
the London Times shortly, when something 
more.may be heard of it. It is astonishing 
to me that these ignorant and arrogant 
people of Luconia do not understand their 
position towards Englishmen hetter, know- 
ing full well that it is British subjects who 
almost entirely furnish them with the 


means of existence by buying the tickets of. 


the lotteries, which is a very questionable 
way of raising the wind, and altogether illegal 
from an English stand point. Still there are 
thousands of English-speaking subjects who 
do buy these tickets which help to support 
the Government and people of the Philip- 
pines ; therefore they have much to be thank- 
ful to Englishmen for; but there’s nothing 
li.e ‘base ingratitude, ’tis the way of the 
world, and appears to wash: well! I will 
not now rake up more cases against the 
Spaniards, although I know of many more 
from : hineso sources. I therefore hope 
that the cflicials of the Philippines will 
take note of. these remarks, and profit by 
them, and that they may learn thereby to 
underatand themselves a little better, be 
more tolerant to Englishmen, and remem 
ber who it is that sugara their’ bread and 
butter, but-should their ‘dander rise,” 
and they get troubled with. biliuusness and 
spleen again, they must expect to be “‘purg- 
ed with hyssop,” medicinally administered 
by boluses from an English Ironclad. :

Cocker’s suggestions I only got one shoal 
cast of seven fathoms. On my retura 
I made the direct passsge through the 
shoals, bringing Hainan’ Head to bear 
8. 6°0 W., the wiud~ blowing fresh from 
NE. at the time, and the only breakers 
visible were on the N.E, shoal. bearing 
neatly due North from Monfoo and N. 50

Two of the enforced spies led.‘them clone to 
it, and then some of their.own men went 
out reconnoitring next day, and witnessed 
the people of the kraal kill an ox and go 
through other performances which assured 
our men that the Kiog was there. Lord 
Gifford then made arrangements to leave 
the horses, saddles, and other things at the 
kraal they were at, and proceed on foot, 
quietly to the place, which was eight miles 
off ut duidown. in the meantime, hearing 
that Major Murter’s party of the King’s 
Dragoon Guards and Captain Barton’a 
battalion of the Native Contingent had 
goue past closa by, and were on the north 
side of the foreat, ‘he sent two natives across 
to them asking for ‘sasistanca, Major 
Marter immediately made the two mou 
guide him to the spot sent all the natives 
armed, but naked, to go down and surround 
the kraal; and when they had done this 
they weie to tire a shot as a signal for 
the rest and the Dragoons tg come down. 
The fare succeeded, and Ceteywsyo was 
found inside with Umkozana ond somo 
petty chief with him, also some women. 


The Kiug refused to come out for the |* 


natives; and although there were Zalus in 
the kraal,. no resistance was’ shown, and 
Major Marter dismounted, and entered the 
kraal himself, Ovteywiyo, came out to 
him, and asked to be shot. He was told 
that there was no violence intended, and 
that all that he had to do wasto come 
along quietly with them, This he did, and 
willarriye phis afternoon under eacort. They 
have to come quietly, asthe man is so altered 
and worn that only the skeleton of his 
former self remains, .The reat were all 
taken prisoners, and these latter, with the 
cattle, over two thousand in number, are 
being brought in. by.Marter, Barrow, and 
his cavalry.
